letters sent out, with tile word “Fraudulent” stamped 
across the face of the envelope. 
That is as far as most 
of these concerns get. the i*>M office authorities closing 
them out before the returns on their first advertisement 
begin to come in. 
Even lf they get by safely the first 
month, the second advertisement doe* not appear, und 
they are listed among tin* undesirables.

The 
dally palier*, the magazines and other avenues of getting 
in touch with tim public are closely watched, and every­ 
thing that even savors of irregularity is squelched. 


W E S TO MTS G R E A T W A L K . 


The W onder la th a t H r Should Ifn rr 
Finished His Trip at All. 
That Edward Payson Weston should 
have failed in his attempt to walk 
across the continent in IOO days is 
not so surprising as the fact that he 
should ever have attempted the feat. 
It is one that many a younger and 
giore vigorous athlete would have hes- 
ftated at, and yet this man of 70 years 
sets out undaunted, in the bleakest 
and rawest of weather, to accomplish 
something that would test the metal 
of the hardiest. 
And he failed by 
only the merest margin. 
If he did 
not accomplish his self-appointed task, 
that which he did accomplish will 
long stand as tile record of what a 
man of his years can do. 
Writing of his trip across the con­ 
tinent. Mr. Weston said: 
"I contend 
I walked a distance of 4,000 miles in 
104 days and 5 hours, and while it ex­ 
ceeds tile distance between New York 
and San Francisco nearly 700 miles 
arid far 
1 xcels any previous record 
yet technically it is a failure, and I 
do not feel inclined to close my publii 
career with a failure.”
